GERMANS DO AS TOLD, 
SAYS ACCUSED GERMAN 


New York, March 28.—Ernst Becker, 
one of six Germans on trial here 
charged with plotting to destroy ves- 
sels leaving American ports with mu- 
nitions for the entente allies, declared 
on the witness stand today that “Ger- 
mans are accustomed to doing as they 
are told, not to asking questions.” This 
answer was called forth after he had 
testified to having made parts of shells 
which were used for bombs, but de- 
nied knowing for what the bombs were 
to be used. 

Becker, an electrician’ on board the 
German steamship Friedrich der 
Grosse, tied up at Hoboken, N. J., since 
the outbreak of the European war, 
said he once had served in the German 
army. 

“Do you know 
Becker was asked. 

“Sure,” he replied. “It is one like a 
Zeppelin comes along and _ throws 
down.”

KRUTTSCHNITT SCORES

Washington, March 28.—Railroad 
brotherhood officials were criticised 
today before the Newlands joint com- 
mittee by Julius Kruttschnitt, chair- 
man of the Southern Pacific board. In 
reviewing the recent strike controver- 
sy. he said the brotherhoods’ heads 
took an “arrogant attitude,” and 
evinced “absolute contempt (for the 
public, of the president, congress and 
the supreme court.” 

“Anyone with contempt for the law 
and the courts and his fellow citizens,” 
said My. Kruttschnitt, “should be 
taught respect by some regulatory au- 
thority. We cannot get good service 
from men who have no respect for the 
laws.” 

Compulsory investigation of railroad 
labor disputes but not compulsory ar- 
bitration was advocated by Mr. Krutt- 
schnitt, who said the “involuntary 
servitude of brotherhood members is 
vastiy greater to the unions than to 
the raiiroads.”

Daniels Orders

For Admiral Fiske 


Navy Secretary Refuses to 

Allow Retired Rear Ad- 
miral to Make an Address 
Before New York Elec- 
trical Society. 


New York, March 28.—Rear Admiral] 
Bradley A. Fiske, U. S. N., retired, who 
had been expected to speak on “The 
Mind of the Navy” at a meeting of the 
New York Electrical society tonight, 
was unable to deliver his address be- 
cause Secretary of Navy Daniels with- 
held his permission, it was announced 
by George H. Guy, secretary of the so- 
ciety. Major General Leonard Wood, 
who was to have spoken, also sent his 
regrets, explaining he was busy pre- 
paring for his transfer to his new post 
as commander of the southeastern de- 
partment, with headquarters at Charles- 
ton, S. C. 

Secretary Daniels recently sent a note 
to Admiral Fiske directing him not to 
make public speeches without special 
permission. 

Mr. Guy said he appealed to Secre- 
tary Daniels, who said he did not feel 
he could change his ruling in respect to 
Admiral Fiske. Mr. Guy left with the 
secretary a copy of the speech the ad- 
miral intended to deliver, with the re- 
quest that it be censored by someone 
in the navy department. 

Secretary Daniels returned the 
speech this morning, according to Mr. 
Guy, with a note saving the rule relat- 
ing to Admiral Fiske still held. Mr. 
Guy then called Washington on the 
telephone and was informed, he de- 
clared, that the address of Admiral 
Fiske last night at a meeting arranged 
by the Navy League of the United 
States had been without the knowledge 
or permission of the navy department, 
although it had been announced that 
the speech had been approved by Sec- 
retary Daniels. 

Mr. Guy said he 
Admiral Fiske spoke last night 
“through a misunderstanding on the 
part of someone as to the meaning of 
a communication from, Washington de- 
nying him permission to speak.”

Sangul- 
nary losses were inflicted on the Ger- 
mans, however, during unsuccessful ef- 
forts they made to capture the village 
of Maisons de Champagne, says the 
Paris war office. 


NO GERMAN DRIVE 
AGAINST RUSSIANS. 


An early spring thaw on the Russian 
front, from the Baltic sea to the Car- 
pathian mountains, has rendered im- 
possible for the present any attack in 
force by the Germans against the Rus- 
sians. This, seemingly, puts at naught, 
for the time being at least, the reported 
intentions of the German to attempt to 
force their way from the Riga region 
toward Petrograd. Minor operations 
are in progress, however. * 

In Rumania fighting continues in the 
Uzul valley region. Here the Germans 
captured from the Russians a strongly 
entrenched ridge and held it despite 
numerous counter attacks, according to 
Berlin. One hundred prisoners and 
machine guns and mine throwers fell 
into the hands of the Germans. 

Bombardments are in progress along 
the entire Austro-Italian front, being 
especially violent in the east between 
the Frigido valley and the northern 
edge of the Carso Plateau. 

An attack by the Teutonic allies west 
of Monastir, launched after a violent 
bombardment, was put down by the 
French barrage fire. 

The new Russian government will be 
recognized by Japan. 


HEAVY FIGHTING 
BETWEEN FRENCH 
AND THE GERMANS 


Paris, March 28.—Heavy artillery 
fighting between the French and Ger- 
mans took place on the Essigny-Benay 
front, The Germans delivered a strong 
attack in the Champagne region, gain- 
ing a foothold in the French first line, 
but, according to the official communi- 
cation issued tonight by the war office, 
all their attempts against Maisons de 
Champagne were defeated with san- 
guinary losses. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Between the Somme.-and the Oise 
great activity was displayed by both 
artilleries, especially on the Essigny- 
Benay tront. Our fire dispersed-enemy 
pioneers south of St.. Quentin. There 
was no infantry action. 

“South of the Oise and north of Sois- 
sons skirmishes between patrols and 
lively rifle firing occurred at a num- 
ber of points. 

“In Champagne, after a violent bom- 
bardment of our positions west of 
Maisons de Champagne, the Germans 
delivered a strong attack this morning, 
gaining a footing in some of the ele- 
ments of our first line. All of their 
attempts against Maisons de Cham- 
pagne hroke down under our fire,

Germans Plagued 
By Their Own Dead 


In Somme Trenches 


‘Retreat Reveals Ghastly 
Conditions From Which 
Teutons Fled — Mangled‘ 
Masses of What Had Once 
Been Men Everywhere. 


(From a Staff Correspondent of the 
i Associated Press.) 


British Headquarters in France, 
March 28.—(Via London.)—Now that 
the desperate episodes in the war, 
known in history as the battles of the 
Somme, have been definitely ended by 
the German retreat from Arras to the 
Aisne, it has been possible more leis-) 
urely to investigate the conditions 
which existed along the German front 
just prior to the backward swing to 
the so-called Hindenburg line. 

When the retreat first began, more 
than a month ago, the British swept 
over some old Somme positions held 
by the Germans@ and even the most 
hurried glimpse of the evacuated 
trenches indicated how untenable they 
had become, and why it was decided 
to run no risks of another allied offen- 
sive in this sector. Five miles of slog- 
ging along the old German lines in 
the vicinity of Bapaumeetoday revealed 
& picture of ghastliness which may 
never be seen again in this or any oth- 
qr war. The front line was a long, 
open, dilapidated, “mbling grave, 
which disappeared im the mud at times, 
but could be picke&l up farther on by 
means of the bodies:that marked the 
way. 

Germans Plagued by Own Dead. 

One realized with a shudder how the. 
men doomed to live in these trenches 


ment, asserting that the fighting near'had been plagued by their own dead. 


Such a ceremony as decent burial had 
been wholly out of the question, and 
there were no means of conveying the 
bodies to the rear. It had been like: 
passing through a fiery rain from 
hades to bring up food and water to 
the living. So the dead had simply 
been tossed out of the trenches, only 
to be blown back again by an explod- 
ing shell. Sometimes they came iback 
in fragments, for there were arms and 
legs, feet and hands everywhere. 

Occasionally graves had been dug in 
the sides of the trench itself, but the 
dead could not rest there. At frequent 
intervals the inevitable skelton hands 
and feet protruded from the trench 
walls. 

Grim sights this war has had for 
the men who passed up and down those 
trenches during the long and bitter 
nights of winter. 

It has been an enthralling thing to 
stand by the British guns in the last 
three or four months and wonder what 
was the meaning of all their continu- 
ous roar. There was no set battle in 
progress and the gunners said it was 
merely the “daily hate” going on to 
keep Fritz unhappy. The hideous reve- 
lations of the German trenches, how- 
ever, gives the gruesome answer to 
what the guns were doing. 


Mangled Masses of Men. 


In some places there ‘were veritable 
mangled masses of what were once 
human beings. Neither by day nor by 
night had the Germans rest. Their 
trusted barbed wire,’in which they al- 
ways placed such great reliance, had 
been swept completely away over thou- 
sands of yards, and they dared not 
venture out to repair it. 

All trace of communication trenches 
leading to the front lines were wiped 
out and it had been necessary to bring 
up supplies and relief at night over a 
country blown into endless shell holes, 
many of which were filed to such a 
depth with water that men were 
drowned in them. White bits of broad 
tape could be seen here and there at- 
tached to the iron posts. These were 
for the purpose of guiding the men up 
to the front line. 

These pathways over the fields of 
death also were strewn with fragments 
of thurman bodies. Some of the dead 
had the looks of mummies. One of the 


over his rifle as if his last impulse 
was to protect this weapon of defense. 
But there was no defense against the 
constant shelling. Some pieces of met- 
al thrown about by the high explosive 
shells must have weighed at least ten 


a ten-pound bullet can easily be im- 
agined. 


Lower Half of German Officer. 


At one point in the trenches was just 
the lower half of a German officer, 
identified by the boots and leggings he 
wore. His legs were crossed tailor 
fashion. Trench helmets of heavy 
steel had great holes torn in them. 

The front line, of course, was seamed 
with the inevitable deep German dug- 
outs, but even these had not been im- 
mune. There were hundreds of direct 
hits on top of them, which must have 
made life intensely miserable and haz- 
ardous within. Around the famous 
Butte de Marlencourt the German 
trenches have entirely disappeared. The 
entire fury of the Somme fighting once 
swirled about this somewhat insignifi- | 
cant mound of powdered chalk, just 
off the Bapaume road, which is gener- 
ally believed to have been a prehistoric 
tomb. The butte now marks the death 
place not only of one supposedly dis- 
tinguished prehistoric man, but thou- 
sands of young warriors. 

The Somme battlefields today appear 
like some great refuse dump. Litter 
is strewn everywhere. The evacuated 
German back areas remind one strik- 
ingly of the scenes around a deserted 
mining camp in which the gold veins!

Not a drop that he may have already 
ordered can he get. 

Not a drop that even now at the ex- 
press company’s liquor depot might ease 
his parched tongue can he get out. 

Georgia barbecue and Brunswick stew 
will in the future be washed down by 
the sparkling waters of the Chatta- 
hoochee, and beer will be a rank out- 
sider. 

At banquets and other social func- 
tions champagne will be conspicuous by 
its absence,

and directed to points outside this 
State; that shipments under order at 
points of destination have been ordered 
stopped at those points, and that ship- 
ments now in the liquor depots in this 


-state will immediately be shipped back 
, to the original points of origin outside 


of Georgia. 

The statement of the general coun- 
sel for the express company is as fol- 
lows: 

“The express company had had an 
agreement with Governor Harris that 
he would not sign the prohibition bill 
until the limit of five days allowed un- 
der the constitution within which the 
governor may sign a bill after its pas- 
sage. Wednesday afternoon a tele- 
phone message from the governor 
stated that he was afraid he had no 
constitutional five-day provision for a 
bill passed by an extra session, and 
that, therefore, he would feel con- 
strained to sign the bill at once. 

“The Southern Express company had 
expected to make deliveries up to the 
day the act was approved by the gov- 
ernor. Since the telephone message 
the situation is changed. 

“The Southern Express company has, 
therefore, ordered all shipments stop- 
ped at points of origin. All shipments 
en route will be taken off trains at 
transfer points and returned to points 
without this state. 

“In respect to any liquors in the 
depots in this state, there will be no 
more deliveries. All liquor deliveries 
in the state of Georgia are now over. 
None of our liquor depots will be open 


‘for business Thursday. 


“Anything on hand in these depots 
undelivered will be returned to the 
originating points out of this stata.” 


Soldiers Sing 
While Waiting 
For Ship to Sink 


Traditions of British Army 

Upheld When Tyndareus 
Strikes Mine — Ship Was 
Saved. 


London, March 28.—The British trans- 
port Tyndareus, with a battalion of the 
Midlesex regiment aboard, struck a 
mine on February 9 off Cape Agulhas, 
the southermost point of Africa. The 
men were paraded on deck, and after 
rol call began to sing while they wait- 
ed for the ship to sink. 

The Tyndareus, however, was saved 
and the troops were transferred to two 
rescuing steamers having upheld, as 
expressed in the official admiralty re- 
port, “the cherished tradition of the 
Birkenhead.” 

The admiralty issued tonight the fol- 
lowing statement on the incident: 

“The admiralty transport Tyndareus, 
with a battalion of the Middlesex regi- 
ment aboard, struck a mine at 8 in the 
evening of February 9, off Cape Agul- 
has. A strong southwesterly gale was 
blowing and immediately arter the ex- 
plosion the ship began to settle by the 
head with propellers out of water.

Washington, March 28.—The United 
States government is steadily pushing 
preparations to protect American lives 
and property against German ruthless- 
ness. , 

As part of this preparedness pro- 
gram the twelve federal reserve banks 
made a 90-day loan to the government 
of $50,000,000 at the rate of 2 per cent 
per annum. 

More national guardsmen were also 
called into the federal service, the num- 
ber now under orders of the war de- 
partment totaling 50,000. 

No Change in Situation Likely. 

It was learned definitely today that 
the American government has no 
knowledge of any development likely 
to come before congress convenes 
which would change the present situa- 
tion between the United States and Ger- 
many. 

If Germany contemplates any se@rt of 
peace move or has considered abandon- 
ing submarine ruthlessness, or if any 
other nation has a step in mind design- 
ed to alter the present international 
status, the government is without in- 
formation on the subject.

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Here Is the Complete Text of | 
Georgia’s New “‘Dry’’ Law 


- 


: Briefly summarized, the provisions of 

the “bone-dry’”’ bill, which is today the 
law of Georgia, is as follows: 

It is against the law for-“any com- 
mon carrier, firm or individual’ to 
transport or bring or couse to be 
brought into Georgia any liquor what- 
soever or anything else that will pro- 
duce intoxication, except pure alcohol 
for medicinal, mechanical or scientific 
purposes, and wine for sacramental pur- 
poses. The manner in which these ex- 
empted liquors are to be received are 
most rigidly safeguarded. 

It is against the law for any indi< 
vidual, firm or corporation to receive 
or to possess, either at home or any- 
where else, for any purpose whatsoever, 
any liquor or anything intoxicating in 
any quantity whatsoever, with the 
above noted exceptions. 

The privilege of ‘serving liquors in 
social intercourse at one’s home, as pro- 
vided for in the old law, is expressly 
: repealed. 

Violation of the foregoing inhibitions 
‘of the new law is punishable as for a 
misdemeanor. 

Pure alcohol to be used only for 
“medicinal, mechanical and scientific 
purposes” may be received by “any 
practicing physician, the sole owner of 
a drug gtore, licensed druggists, phar- 
macists or manufacturers, chartered 
hospitals, chartered colleges and state 
institutions,” but may be received only 
upon permit from the county ordinary, 
which permit must be obtained under 
certain conditions. 


Wine may be had for sacramental 
purposes upon a permit from the ordi- 
nary applied for by a minister, priest, 
head of a church or religious order, o1 
head of a board of any such church or 
order. 

All apparatus for manufacturing 
liquor is declared contraband, and upon 
discovery by an officer of the law are 
to be summarily destroyed without or- 
der from a court. 

All automobiles, buggies, boats or 
other vehicles or conveyances which are 
used to convey or transport liquor are 
subject to ee 4 seized by an officer of 
the law, who shall institute condemna- 
tion proceedings. 

Any person convicted of ‘moonshin- 
ing” is guilty of a felony and is sub- 
ject to confinement and labor in the 
penitentiary for not less than one year 
nor more than five years. In addition 
to the costs of such a ease there shal] 
be taxed a sum of $25, which goes to the 
arresting officer as a reward.

The following is the complete text

Georgia: 
A BILL 


To be entitled an act to amend and supple- 
ment the prohibition laws of this state; 
to make it unlawful to transport, ship, cr 
deliver in this, state, whether from with- 
out or from within the state any spiritu- 
ous, vinous, mait, or fermented liquors, 
or other intoxicating liquors or beverages, 
except alcohol and wine under oertain 
restrictions and limitations; to make it 
unlawful to have, receive, possess or con- 
trol any such liquors, except alcohol for 
medicinal, mechanical and scientific pur- 
poses, and wine for sacramental purposes 
under conditions prescribed; to make 
unlawful to distill, manufacture, or make 
any alcoholic, spirituous, vinous or malted 
liquors or intoxicating beverages in this 
state; to provide for the punishment of 
violators of the provisions of this act; to 
provide for the seizure, condemnation 
and sale of property used in violation of 
this act. and for the disposition of the 
funds arising from such sale; to provide 
additional fees and costs in cases of con- 
viction for violation of certain provisions 
of the prohibition laws of this state; to 
repeal the acts approved November 18, 
i915, and of August 19, 1916, and certain 
portions of the act approved November 
17, 1915; and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted 
by authority of the same, That from and 
afier the passage of this act it shall be un- 
lawful for any common carrier, corpora- 
tion, firm or individual to transport, ship 
or carry, by any means whatsoever, with 
or without hire, or cause the same to be 
done, from any point without this state 
to any point within this state, or from place 
to place within this state, whether intend- 
ed for personal use or otherwise, any spirit- 
uous, vinous, malted, fermented or intoxi- 
cating liquors, or any of the prohibited 
liquors or beverages, as are defined in the 
act approved November 17, 1815, being ‘“‘An 
act to make clearer and more certain’ the 
prohibition laws of this state. ete., or any 
alcoholic compound or malt or MMNquors 
whether intended for beverage purposes or 
not, but which can be diluted and when so 
diluted may be used as a beverage and 
will produce intoxication. It shall be un- 
lawful for any corporation, firm, person or 
individual to receive from any common 
carrier, corpuration, firm, person or in- 
dividual, or to have, control or possess, in 
this state, any of said enumerated liquors 
or beverages whether intended for per- 
gona] use or otherwise, save as is herein- 
after excepted.

Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid that all apparatus or ap- 
pliances which are used for the purpose of 
distilling or manufacturing any of the 
liquors or beverages specified in this act 
are hereby declared to be contraband, and 
no corporation, firm or individual shall have 
any property right in or to the same, and 
whenever said apparatus er appliances so 
used or are about to be used for the pur- 
pose of manufacturing any of the liquors 
or beverages specified in this act are found 
or discovered by any sheriff, deputy sheriff 
or other executing officer of this state the 
same shall be summartly destroyed and ren- 
dered useless by him without any formal or- 
der of the court. 

Be it further enacted hy the authority 
aforesaid, That all vehicles and conveyances

on any of the public roads or private ways 
of this state, and all- boats and vessels of

ceived said notice, to institute condemnation 
proceedings in said court by petition, a copy 
of which shall be served upon the owner 
of such vehicle, if known, and if the owner 
is unknown, notice of such procedings shall 
be published once a week for two weeks in 
the newspaper in which the sheriff's adver- 
tisements are published. 

If no defense is filed within thirty days 
from the filing of the petition, judgment by 
default shall be entered by the court at 
chambers, otherwise the case shall proceed 
as other civil cases in said court. Should 
it appear upon the trial of the case that 
said vehicle, conveyance, boat, or vessel wag 
so used with the knowledge of the owner or 
lessee the same shall be sold by order of-the 
court after such advertisement as the court 
may direct. The proceeds arising from said 
sale shall be applied ag follows:

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WOMAN SUFFRAGE 
COMING TO BRITAIN 


Premier Lloyd-George Tells 
Commons Women Must 
Have Ballot, and So Does 
Ex-Premier Asquith.

London, March 28.—The house 
commons today by a majority of 
expressed approval of legislation on the 
lines of the speaker's conference rec- 
ommendations for franchise reform. The 
small minority against such a measure 
represented not the actual opponents 
of reform, but rather members who 
Were desirous of postponing lcgisla- 
tion of such a contentious character 
until after the war. 

The great feature of the debate was 
the frank acceptance by ex-Premier 
Asquith and Andrew Bonar Law, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, of women’s 
right to vote as a result of their war 
sacrifices and services, and Premier 
Lloyd-George's whole-hearted accept- 
ance of the conference recd@menda- 
tions, except proportional representa- 
tion. He was even willing to go sxill 
further and make qualifying pe- 
riod three instead of six months. 

Small Party Opposed. 

A small party in the commons ex- 
pressed their continued firm opposi- 
tion to women's suffrage, but their 
numbers were too small to carry great 
weight. The nationalists announced 
that they would support Mr. Asquith’s 
motion. 

As a result of the debate, the gov- 
ernment, as Mr. Bonar Law announced, 
will proceed with legislation to give 
effect to the 
conference. The bill will embody all 
of the recommendations except propor- 
tionate representation and women’s 
suffrage. These will be omitted first, 
because the government is still unde- 
cided on the question, and, second, be- 
cause it Is held that parliament must 
first of all express acceptance of the 
principle of women’s suffrage. 

The present idea is to make the vill 
as little contentious as possible, so that 
the second reading may be easily se- 
cured: then, in committee, these two 
excepted questions may be raised as 
amendments to the bill, thus giving 
the house an opportunity to record its 
opinion, 

It cannot.be doubted that the views 
expressed today by Mr. Asquith, Walter 
Hume Long and other prominent for- 
mer opponents of woman's. suffrage, 
will influence many other opposing 
members, and, in any case during the 
war this opposition has been rapidly 
dwindling. It is still possible that 
the women may have to wait until 
after the war for the fullest recogni- 
tion of their claims, but the vote for 
women in some shape is now certain. 

The new bill will not be introduced 
until some considerable time after KMas- 
ter, as the budget and other urgent 
business claims priority.

The constitutional provision that the 
governor has five days in which to 
sign a bill after its passage, and, hav- 
ing failed to sign it, the bill becomes a 
law anyway, Makes no mention of an 
extra session of the legislature. In 
view of this, Governor Smith decided 
to sign the bill on a legislative day, 
and, then as now, the only legislative 
day upon which there was opportunity 
to sign the bill was the last day of the 
session. 

The convict bill was engrossed and 
carried to Governor Smith before mid- 
night of the adjournment of the extra 
session which passed it. 


BILL IS 
ENGROSSED. 


The staffs of Secretary of the Senate 
D. F. McClatchey and Clerk of the 
House Bismarck Moore completed the 
engrossment of the prohibition bill 
Wednesday night’about 10 o’clock and 
it was taken to the governor for his 
signature. 

Secretary McClatchey set what is 
Probably a new record for speed in 
legislative clerical work when he and 
nine clerks completed the enrolling and 
engrossing the lengthy bill in three 
hours Wednesday night, from 6 to 9 
o’clock. 

The only other bill passed by the 
legislature was the bill appropriating 
$80,000 to cover deficiencies in the pres- 
ent pensions appropriation, which bill 
was amended to include certain inci- 
dental expenses of the legislature 
amounting to $45, and $100 to pay 
expenses of the committee which at- 
tended the funeral of the late J. BE. 
Dart, representative from Glynn coun- 
ty. This bill has been signed. 

A resolution was passed authorizing 
the state treasurer to forward to the 
ordinary of Glynn county the per diem 
due Mr. Dart. 

At 4.o0’clock Wednesday afternoon, 
when it became apparent that the bill 
would pass within a few minutes, a 
stagxement to the press was authorized 
from the governor's office stating that 
the governor would not sign the bill 
for four or five days in order that ex- 
press companies, individuals and others 
who had liquor on hand might dispose 
of it before the law became effective. 

At 4:45 o’clock the bill having been 
passed and the house and senate havy- 
ing adopted the customary concurrent 
resolution providing for adjournment 
sine die at 5 o'clock, the joint commit- 
tee from the house and the senate call- 
ed upon the governor and notified him 
that the legislature had completed the 
work for which he had convoked them 
and would adjourn sine die at 5 o’clock. 

The governor then announced to the 
committee that investigation of prece- 
dents, court rulings and the constitu- 
tion had persuaded him that it was nec- 
essary that he sign the bill at ence and 
that it was his desire, in order that 
there might be no question about the 
Validity of the act, that the legislature 
stay in session until he had signed the 
bill. 

President Persons, of the senate, im- 
mediately called that body to order for 
the purpose of reconsidering its action in 
concurring in the house joint resolution 
for adjournment, in order that the leg- 
islature might not adjourn at 5 o’clock. 
but stay in session until the governor 
had signed the bill. 


SENATE 
RECONSIDERS. 


The senate reconsidered and noti- 
fied the house of its action. But a very 
few of the officials and members of the 
house had been apprised of the sudden 
and unexpected turn in affairs, and this 
notification was the cause of unlimited 
consternation. 

It was but a few minutes until] the 
hour when the house would automatic- 
ally adjourn. 

Speaker Burwell held a hurried con- 
ference with members of the house, and 
then ruled that the house could not re- 
consider its action in adopting the joint 
resolution, and held the view that the 
senate in so doing had been absolutely 


without authority, in view of which cir- 


cumstances the house would automatic- 
ally stand adjourned at 5 o’clock. 

The ruling of the speaker was based 
upon the following circumstances of the 
concurrent resolution for adjournment: 

The concurrent resolution for ad- 
journment originated in the house and 
was adopted by the house, after which 
it was transmitted to the senate. The 
senate then concurred in the resolution 
and transmitted it back to the house. 
The house being informed of this action 
of the senate, the resolution had re- 
ceived the final action of the legislature 
and was transmitted to the engrossing 
clerks, thus passing out of the hands 
of both the house and the senate. 


COULD NOT 
RECONSIDER. 


Under this status of the resolution, 
Representaive Blackburn, of Fulton, 
made the point and Speaker Burwell 
held, that when the senate voted to 
reconsider it had not the resolution be- 
fore it, and therefore could not recon- 
Sider it. For the same reason, he held, 
the house could not reconsider its ac- 
tion, but must perforce adjourn at 5 
o’clock. 

In Order that he might be absolutely 
clear in his course upon a question 
which has probably never before arisen 
in the history of the legislature, Speak- 
er Burwell asked several times whether 
there was objection to this ruling. No 
objection was offered and the speaker 
definitely ruled upon the point as indi- 
cated.

When the action of the house in de- 
clining to reconsider and in adjourning 
became known, the senate was called 
together again for the purpose of ad- 
journing, but failed to gather a 
quorum, wherefore, it could take no 
action, 

This status of affairs apparently gives 
two aspects to the question of whether 
or not the legislature has adjourned or 
disintegrated. 

The legislature, in extra session, un- 
der its rules, adjourns itself sine die 
only upon a concurrent resolution. 

If the senate had the authority to 
reconsider its action, there are some 
who hold that there was no concurrent 
resolution providing for adjournment 
and neither house was authorized to ad- 
journ sine die. 

f the senate had not the authority 
to reconsider its concurrence in the 
joint resolution, then the resolution 
stood, and both houses adjourned au- 
tomatically at 5 oclock, regardless of 
whether the senate was in session at 
that hour and formally declared itself 
adjourned or not. 


VALIDITY OF ACT 
NOT AFFECTED. 


It is the consensus of opinion, how- 
ever, that in any event thig question 
will in no way involve the validity of 
the act. 

The legislature worked rapidly Wed- 
nesday, and its accomplishment of the 
passage of the bill ran somewhat ahead 
of calculated schedule. It had been 
generally anticipated that the legisla- 
ture would not be able to complete the 
passage of the bill on Wednesday with- 
out a night session. The fact that it 
was able to do so was due to the fact 
that the senate agreed to the action 
of the house in leaving’ out the sec- 
tions of the bill providing for the crea- 
tion of the office of state commissioner 
of prohibition. 

The action of the legislature in de- 
clining to create this office was over 
the advice of the governor in a mes- 
sage sent by him to the legislature 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The governors message was not 
transmitted to the legislature until aft- 
er the house had passed the bill leav- 
ing the commissioner feature out. 

The governor, it is understood, had 
prepared to transmit his message to 
the house early after its convening 
Wednesday morning, but upon advice 
of the majority wing to the effect that 
to send the message in before the pas- 
sage of the measure in the house might 
menace its passage, he withheld the 
message until after the house had acted. 
It was currently reported that mem- 
bers of the majority had signified their 
intention of voting against the meas- 
ure if it became apparent-that the com- 
missioner feature was to be incorpo- 
rated, to such an extent that the con- 
stitutlonal majority in favor of the bill 
would be endangered. 

At any rate, the governor’s message 
did not come into the house until after 
the hou'se had passed the bill and de- 
clined to include the prohibition com- 
missioner feature.

The history of the passage of the bill 
on Wednesday is as follows: 

When the house convened Wednes- 
day morning at 9 o’clock the house 
prohibition bill went upon its passage 
and was placed under debate. 

Debate ran until 11:55, when the vot- 
ing was begun, the bill passing, 121 
to 48. The final vote on the bill in 
the senate was 33 tol 

The opposing vote was cast by Sen- 
ator Roscoe Pickett, of the forty-first, 
who first voted for the bill and then 
changed his vote, having at first voted 
under a misapprehension, 

Speaking for the bill were Messrs. 
Sheppard of Sumter, Kidd of Baker, 
Hopkins of Thomas, and Fullbright of 
Burke. Against the bill were Messrs 
Wohlwender of Muscogee, Strickland 
of Pierce, Beck of Murray, Bale of 
Floyd, Blackburn of Fulton and Starke 
of Jackson. Both Messrs. Fullbright 
and Blackburn referred _ to their 
speeches as the closing of their legis- 
lative careers at this time—some of 
the members termed it their “swan 
songs.” 

Mr. Sheppard in his: speech defended 
the administration for calling the ex- 
tra session, of the conclusion that the 
occasion was an extraordinary one and 
an arraignment of that class of people 
known as “moonshiners.” 


Mr. Wohlwender said he had written 
a letter saving he would vote for a 
reasonable bone dry bill if submitted 
to the vote of the people, and his oppo- 
sition to this bill is for the double 
reason that it is not a reasonable one 
and that it is not submitted to the 
people to be voted on. 

Judge Hopkins, reviewing prohibi- 
tion legislation of recent years, argued 
that the people have settled the ques- 
tion at the ballot box time and again. 

Mr. Blackburn’s contention was that 
it deprived the people of inherent 
rights and, like the man who wanted to 
lick every man in his county and could 
get no comers, but was badly licked 
when he extended his invitation to the 
whole state, “it takes in too much ter- 
ritory.” He prophesied that the peo- 
ple will resent the bill and will revolt. 

Mr. Fullbright, in concluding the de- 
bate, went minutely over legislation 
on this subject from 1907 to date, 
showing that the sentiment of the 
people generally had been along one 
line, in one direction while: the oppo- 
sition in 1907 advanced the same ar- 
guments they are now advancing, that 
“the people don’t want it; will not 
stand for it and will resent it.” Yet, 
he said, the people have consistently 
backed up every act passed in the 
progress toward real prohibition. The 
old cry to “submit it to the people,” 
he said, is worked out; that it has 
been an always long cry from the same 
source, and always will be so long as 
there is left room to edge it into the 
argument. Closing his speech, Mr. 
Fullbright read The Constitution’s ed- 
itorial, “Banning Hot Bread,” of Wed- 
nesday’s issue, and highly praised it.

NOT OUR PROBLEM. 


Certain cities of the north are becoming 


greatly exercised over the influx of negro 
population from the south. 
The Philadelphia North American said in 


-*, a recent issue that “migration of more than 


300,000 negroes from the south to Philadel- 
phia and other northern cities has brought 
about the most acute situation with which 
housing experts, social workers and public 


health officals have ever had to contend.” 


A meeting was held in that city, attended 


by representatives of the city government, 
Associated Charities, Travelers’ Aid society, 
real estate rental men, preachers and doc- 
tors and others; but when it adjourned the 
solution of the problem seemed as far in the 
hazy distance as when the chairman first 
rapped for order. There was a lot of talk- 
ing, and theorizing and speculating, but no 
no one seemed to know 
what ought to be done. 

“The influx of colored people,’ 
H. Copp, general secretary of the Associated 
Charities of Camden, N. J., in a letter to The 
Constitution, “is startling, and disturbing 
social conditions in our cities. . . . It 
seems to me there should be some way of 
controlling an exodus that doubtless in- 
volves loss to the south and furnishes per-

\W plexities to the north.” 


“T am writing to ask you to ascertain 


what is inducing this immigration,” Mr. 


Copp continues, and he asks The Constitu- 


tion to “please have it carefully investt- 
gated, so that the volume may be reduced 
to include only those negroes who are finan- 
cially able to take care of themselves when 
they reach here, until they find employment, 
or to such who leave to take definite places 
of remunerative employment.” 

The cause is not of southern, but purely 
of northern, origin, and is very simple of 
explanation. 

For many months experienced and trained 
labor agents of the industrial enterprises 
and the great railroad systems of the north 
have been all over the south engaged in the 
effort to take the negroes north. They offer 
all sorts of alluring inducements, and have 
engaged hundreds of local agents to con- 
tinue their work of convincing the negroes 
that it is to their interest to go. 

Free railroad transportation was offered 
the negroes, and pictures of golden hue were 
dangled before the susceptible eyes of the 
colord folk—pictures of easy jobs, short 
hours, fat pay, etc. 

The result has been the influx of negroes 
to northern cities, and general discontent 
on the part.of both the cities and the immi- 
grants. 

Now. having taken so many of the ne- 
groes away from the south, where they were 
well off. it is “up to” the northern cities to 
take care of them, to see that they have 
food and clothing and habitable living quar- 
ters—in other words, to treat them hu- 


manely. 
Certainly it is not the south’s problem! 


THE WORLD NEEDS SHIPS. 


Every day the world’s demand for ships 
grows more pressing. Every day sees the 
destruction of additional commerce and pas- 


senger-carrying craft, and there is no imme- 


diate likelihood that the wastage will cease 


for many months to come. 

Not for several vears after the war can 
the ravages of the

calling for 1,000 ships of from 3,000 to 4,000 | 
tons each, and with the American navy call- | 
ing for 100 armed motor boats, to say nothing | 
of the demand of foreign countries whose | 


shipbuilding facilities are wholly inadequate 
to meet the situation, there is ample justifi- 


cation for a gereral broadening out of our | 


shipbuilding industry. 


The great need, too, just at this time is | 


for wooden craft. The risk so lonr as the 


cheaper substitute for the building of ships. 
That substitute is timber. 
The demand is such that every harbor on 


to be lined with shipyards, like the Elbe in 
Germany, the Tyne, the Clyde and the Tees 
in Britain. Especially is this true of the 
Georgia harbors—Savannah, Brunswick and 
St. Marys. 

These ports heve every element making 
for adaptability as shipbuilding centers— 
propinquity of both timber and iron mate- 
rials, commodious and adequate deep water 
frontage, rail transportation facilities, labor, 
etc. The yardage at each of these harbors 
ought to be expanded to capacity, and a con- 
stant succession of ocean carriers started 
slipping down the ways into the sea as inte- 
grals of the world’s commerce, 

Shipbuilding should become, and for years 
remain, one of the paramount industries of 
Georgia. 


THE GERMANS IN OUR MIDST. 


In the fervor and fever of war excite- 
ment, in the event of what seems to be in- 
evitable war with Germany, Americans born 
and bred will do well to safeguard against 
permitting their patriotic zeal to get the 
upper hand on their inherent spirit of fair 
play toward their fellows of German birth 
or extraction, naturalized or alien. 

When the last census was taken, in 1910, 
there were in the United States 1,278,667 
males of German birth, 21 or more years 
old, of which number 889,007 were natural- 
ized American citizens: 127,103 were un- 
naturalized and still German subjects, In 
The citizenship of the 
remaining 262,557 is not given in the census 


other words, aliens. 


reports. There are a great many more of 
each class, of course, in America today. 


In the event of war we believe there will 
be no serious cause for concern over the 
naturalized American citizens of German 
birth, as it probably will be found that they 
are among the most loyal and intensely 
patriotic of our citizenship—as is generally 
the rule with people who forswear alle 


giance to their native land and become citli- 


zens of another—as a matter of their per- 
sonal volition. 

It is the non-naturalized, unassimilated 
German element that will give Uncle Sam 
concern in case of war, be@rause they have 
not, by their own oaths, told him just where 
they stand. 

Undoubtedly, the vast majority of the 
alien subjects of the kaiser in our land are 
in heart and spirit American, who regard 
this country as their home, and whose state 
of non-naturalization is due more to neglect 
than to disinclination to assimilate with and 
become a part of our body politic, assuming 
responsibility of American citizenship. 
Many such aliens are losing no time in 
“taking out their papers.’’ 

As to the others, the bare fact that they 
have not or do not embrace American citi- 
zenship constitutes, or will constitute, suffi- 
cient proof that they will bear watching, 
though hardly to the extent of suspicion. 
Of course, many of them have business or 
property interests here, or are temporarily 
visiting in our country, and are compelled 
to remain now because the avenues of ocean 
transportation are closed to them by the 
war. 

But, while some isolated few of such may 
enter into plots and commit clandestine acts 
of violence, it is not fair to assume that 
more than a misguided few will thus vio 
late the hogpitality of our flag—the flag 
which stands as their protection while they 
are under it, war or no war. And whatever 
culprits may be found among them can 
easily be dealt with by our courts and our 
peace authorities, city, state and federal; 
and our jails undoubtedly will be found 
easily adequate to meet any demand that 
may be made upon them from this source. 

No serious trouble is probable. The 
counsel and sensible advice the otherwise 
menacing German aliens will receive from 
their fellow German natives who are loyal 
American citizens, together with self-inter 
est and their spirit of propriety, will com- 
bine to act as a pretty general deterrent 
against unwise manifestations. 

Exceptions should be treated individu- 
ally, and through the orderly processes of 
the law, and we should by no means antici- 
pate wrong-doing to the extent of engender 
ing or harboring a prejudice against our 
German citizens as a class.

Carl G. Vrooman, assistant secretary of 
the department of agriculture, Washington, 
D. C., has accepted the invitation of the Geor- 
gia Chamber of Commerce to open his south- 
ern campaign on the subject of more food 
crops in Georgia, and will speak in Atlanta 
in the afternoon of April 5. 

The message which he will deliver at 
Atlanta under the auspices of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce will be the opening 
guns of the government in its campaign in 
the south seeking to make the south self- 
sustaining from the standpoint of food sup- 
plies. It is one of the first preparedness 
measures of the department of agriculture 
in connection with the apparently unavoid- 
able war with Germany. 

The Georgia Chamber of Commerce is in- 
viting leaders from all parts of Georgia to 
be in Atlanta and confer with Mr. Vrooman 
when he is in the city on April 6. An ef-

CUBA WILL SUPPORT 
U. S. IF WAR COMES, 
SAYS R. G. ELBERT 
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If the United States goes to war with 
Germany, as it now appears certain will be 
the case, the republic of Cuba can be de- 
pended upon to follow the action of the 
United States and become her ally. 

This was the statement made Wednesday 
night by Robert G. Elbert, former manager 
of the Hotel Plaza, of Havana, who bore a 
letter from President Mario G. Menocal, of 
Cuba, authorizing him to speak for the 
Cuban government as to the friendliness 
that the island republic bears for the States. 
Mr. Elbert was en route to New York, where 
he will become assistant manager of the 


McAlpine hotel. 

Cuba, Mr. Elbert said, has an army of 
from 25,000 to 50,000 soldiers, trained under 
the same discipline as the United States 
army, which would be available for service. 
In addition to this, the strategic position 
which Cuba occupies in relation to the 
entrance to the Gulf of Mexico would prac- 
tically insure absolute immunity from attack 
for the American ports along the gulf sea- 
board. 

Daily cablegrams from Eusebio S. Azpi- 
azu, private secretary to President Menocal, 
keep Mr. Elbert posted as to the progress 
of events in Cuba, 

The following cablegram, indicating that 
the Cuban government has the situation well 
in hand, was received by Mr. Elbert Wednes- 
day in Atlanta: 

“Situation here is very satisfactory. Sugar 
crop is being gathered normally. Eighteen 
thousand tons of sugar are being produced 
each day. 

“The Washington government has notl- 
fled Ferrara (former presiding officer of 
Cuban legislature, who joined the revolu- 
tionists) associates in New York that they 
must stop their campaign of defamation of 
Cuba. 

“Minor engagements in the provinces of 
Camaguey and Oriente resulted in the dis- 
ersal of nearly all marauding groups of 
nsurgents in those provinces, leaving only 
two bands, of any importance, one in Cama- 
guey and one in Oriente. These are being 
closely pursued, and their destruction is ex- 
pected at any moment now. Communications 
continue uninterrupted and the general sit- 
uation is very satisfactory.

Many Recruits Being Received 
for Uncle Sam’s 
Navy. 


The naval recruiting station has been 
a busy place since President Wilson 
sounded his appeai, according to Lieu- 
tenant R. H. Keller, in charge of the 
local naval recruiting station. From 
forty-odd applicants received Tuesday, 
eighteen have been accepted and sent 
on to the training school at Norfolk, 
and on Wednesday even more applicants 
were in the office for examination. 

The local station will not recruit any 
woman, according to the officer. The 
order received Wednesday states wom- 
en are to be recruited only in the naval 
reserves coast. defense. The naval 
commandmant of each district will do 
all of the recruiting of women. The 
commandant of the sixth naval dis- 
trict in which Atlanta is located is in 
Charleston, S. C. 

Clarence A. Suber, 24 years old, a na- 
tive of Georgia, is the only man ac- 
cepted thus far for the navy aviation 
corps, and he was sent on Wednesday 
to Pensacola, Fla. He has served in 
the navy. 

Lieutenant Keller announced on Wed- 
nesday that there was opportunity for 
rapid advancement for recruits who en- 
ter the service now. He said that 
there will be need of 1,125 officers at 
once, and fully 5,000 petty officers. A 
petty officer draws anywhere from $35 
to $100 per month, while warrant of- 
ficers receive from $1,800 to $2,400 a 
year. 

On April 1 the substations located at 
Valdosta and Tampa will be put into 
Operation, and the one at Athens and 
other places being contemplated will be 
opened within a short while. The of- 
fice of the recruiting station is at 514 
Postoffice building.
